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CONSTITUTION 


Article  L Name 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be 
The  Alumni  Association  of  The  Farm 
and  Trades  School, 

Article  2,  Object 

The  object  shall  be  to  maintain  and 
increase  the  interest  of  those  who  have 
been  pupils  of  The  Farm  and  Trades 
School, in  each  otherand  in  theSchooL 

Article  3,  Membership 

Any  graduate  of  The  Farm  and  Trades 
School  of  good  moral  character  is 
eligible  for  membership  in  this  As- 
sociation. Application  for  member- 
ship shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
President,  and  shall  become  effective 
upon  the  approval  of  the  Membership 
Committee. 

Honorary  membership  may  be  con- 
ferred upon  any  person  fordistinguish- 
ed  service  to  the  School  or  the  Associ- 
ation by  vote  of  the  members  present 


at  any  meeting. 

Article  4,  Officers 

The  officers  shall  be  a President,  one 
or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a Secretary, 
a Treasurer  and  a Historian. 

They  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual 
meeting  for  the  term  of  one  year  and 
shall  continue  in  - office  until  their 
successors  are  elected.  Their  duties 
shall  be  defined  in  the  By-Laws. 

Article  5.  Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by 
a three-quarters  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  meeting,  provided  such 
amendment  has  been  submitted  to  the 
members  at  least  one  week  prior  to 
said  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 
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Article  1.  Meetings 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Wednesday  in  November, 
and  a regular  meeting  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  May.  The  annual 
reunion  and  dinner  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Wednesday  in  January. 


special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  President  and  shall  be 
called  upon  the  written  request  of 
seven  members.  Seven  voting  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a quorum. 

Article  2.  Duties  of  Officers 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  and  in  his  absence  a Vice- 
President  shall  preside.  The  President 
immediately  after  the  annual  meeting 
shall  appoint  all  standing  committees. 
The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  correct 
records  of  the  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation. He  shall  notify  the  mem- 
bers of  all  meetings  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  notify  all  committees  of  their 
appointment.  He  shall  receive  all 
moneys  due  the  Association,  turning 
the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer,  re- 
ceiving receipt  for  the  same.  He  shall 
report  at  the  annual  meeting  as  nearly 
as  possible  the  number  of  members  of 
the  Association,  the  number  qualified 
to  vote,  and  the  amount  of  contri- 
butions received  by  him  and  paid  to 
the  Treasurer. 

The  h onorarium  of  the  Secretary  shall 


be  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  books 
and  accounts  and  shall  receive  and 
secure  the  safe  keeping  oiall  moneys 
and  securities  of  the  Association,  and 
shall  report  in  writing  at  each  annual 
meeting  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
for  the  year  and  the  amount  of  cash 
and  other  securities  in  the  treasury. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Finance 
Committee  he  may  transfer  or  sell 
securities  belonging  to  the  Association. 
He  shall  pay  all  bills  against  the  As- 
sociation upon  the  same  being  proper- 
ly approved. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian 
to  collect  news  items  and  other  matters 
referring  to  The  Farm  and  Trades 
School  or  to  the  Alumni  and  proper- 
ly preserve  them. 

Article  3.  Committees 

There  shall  be  a Membership 
Committee  of  five.  All  applications 
shall  be  referred  to  this  committee 
for  investigation  and  upon  their 
approval  the  applicants  shall  become 
members.  There  shall  be  an  Auditing 


Committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  during  the 
month  preceding  the  annual  meeting. 
There  shall  be  a Finance  Committee 
consisting  of  the  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  the  approval  of  the  two 
former  being  required  for  the  payment 
of  any  bill  against  the  Association. 
There  shall  be  an  Entertainment 
Committee  of  five,  who  shall  arrange 
for  all  social  gatherings. 

There  shall  be  an  Alumni  Fund 
Committee  of  five,  including  the 
Treasurer.  The  remaining  four 
members  shall  each  hold  office  for  four 
years,  one  to  be  appointed  at  each 
annual  meeting.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  this  committee  to  solicit  donations 
for  the  Alumni  Fund,  and  they  shall 
at  least  once  in  each  year  turn  over  to 
the  Treasurer  of  The  Farm  andTrades 
School  such  sum  as  they  may  deem  ad- 
visable, said  payment  to  be  added  to 
the  Alumni  Fund, 

There  shall  be  a Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  three  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  present  at  the  annual  meeting  a 


list  of  nominees  for  officers. 

All  officers  and  standing  committees 
shall  make  an  annual  report. 

. Article  4.  Privileges 

No  member,  except  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  who  has  not  contributed  at 
least  one  dollar  to  the  treasury  within 
a year  shall  be  qualified  to  vote,  hold 
office  or  serve  on  any  committee. 

Article  5.  Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a 
two-thirdsvote  of  the  members  present 
at  any  meeting,  providing  such  amend- 
ment has  been  submitted  to  the  mem- 
bers at  least  one  week  prior  to  said 
meeting.
